The  following  outline  is  concerned  only  with  the  branch  which  settled  in 
Ohio,  near  Cincinnati,  and  in  Springfield,  Ohio,  It  is  based  on  cemetery 
records  in  Cincinnati  and  Springfield,  on  probate  court  records  of  Clark 
County  and  Hamilton  County,  and  on  personal  letters  and  newspaper  clippings 
owned  by  Miss  Hattie  McGregor,  Mary  McGregor  Miller,  John  C.  McGregor  and 
Susan  Downey  MacEslin,  descendants 0

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I,  James  Wilder  -  Born  June  9,  1786,  Chepachet,  R.  I. 

Married  Susan  Wilmarth,  bora  November  23,  1790,  in  Chepachet, 
R,  I*,  daughter  of  Timothy  and  Thankful  Wilmarth.  Susan 
Wilmarth  was  descended  from  Thomas  Angell  and  Win,  Wickenden, 
two  of  the  founders  of  Providence,  R.  I,  Susan  Wilmarth 
died  July  U,  18 7h,  in  Montgomery,  Ohio, 

James  Wilder  was  the  fourth  son  of  Asaph  and  Olive  (Wilkinson)  Wilder,  was 
a  man  of  good  executive  ability,  filled  several  positions  of  public  trust 
and  carried  on  a  dyeing  establishment  at  Chepachet,  R.  I,,  where  he  lived 
about  20  years.  About  1832  he  sold  his  effects  and  went  to  live  in  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Ohio,  His  parents  were  dead  and  his  older  brother,  Stephen,  had 
come  to  the  same  area  (near  Cincinnati)  in  1820.  The  James  Wilder  house 
on  Cooper  Rd.,  Montgomery,  in  1959  is  in  good  repair,  part  of  a  golf 
course  run  by  the  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cliff  Todd.  The  Universalis t 
Church  (oldest  in  Ohio),  founded  in  183U,  which  the  Wilders  attended, 
stands  unused  in  Montgomery.  The  Wilders  are  buried  in  Spring  Grove 
Cemetery,  Cincinnati,  Section  17,  Lot  113*  James  Wilder  is  descended  from 
Chad  Brown  and  Richard  Waterman,  founders  of  Providence,  R.  I.  Through 
his  grandmother,  Mary  Rhodes,  he  is  a  descendent  of  Roger  Williams.

Vifas  20  years  old  when  family  moved  to  Ohio.  At  age  of  28  married 
October  20,  18U0,  in  Montgomery,  Ohio  (?)  Ira  Serrill  Brown,  son  of 
Roswell  Brown  (died  age  UO)  and  Lucy  Bishop c  Ira  was  one  of  13 
children.  His  family  came  from  Homer,  New  York.  He  was  born  October 
9,  1011,  near  Homer,  Now  York.  Ho  traveled  in  the  West  and  died  of 
brain  fever  January  7,  1879*  He  is  buried  in  the  Wilder  lot  at 
Spring  Grove  Cemetery,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  His  wife,  Olive,  was  a 
beautiful  seamstress  and  of  quite  an  artistic  bent.  She  had  an  in¬ 
quiring  mind  and  was  an  avid  reader  of  any  material  available. 

Examples  of  her  needlework  are  preserved  by  Miss  Hattie  McGregor, 
Springfield,  Ohio.  Her  three  daughters  were  known  as  the  "three 
pretty  Brown  girls",  Olive  and  Ira  Brown  lived  in  Lockland,  Ohio, 
near  Montgomery,  Olive  Brown  spent  her  last  years  with  her 
daughter,  Susan  McGregor,  in  Springfield,  at  whose  home  she  died. 
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She  is  buried  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  with  her  husband.

David  came  to  Springfield,  Ohio,  to  do 
nursery  work,  opont  a  year  in  horticultural  study  in  Rochester,  New 
York,  and  then  with  his  brother  Frank  started  the  McGregor  Brothers 
Company,  Florists,  in  Springfield  in  1876,  Theirs  was  a  mail  order 
and  wholesale  floral  business,  not  a  retail  one.  The  business  ex¬ 
panded  greatly  during  the  years  and  was  only  discontinued  after  the 
death  of  the  two  brothers  about  1932 e  Elizabeth  and  Susan  were  de¬ 
voted  sisters  and  lived  in  close  vicinity  all  their  lives c  '  Their 
two  large  homes  at  the  corner  of  Belmont  and  East  High  StP  are  in 
good  repair  in  1959*  Miss  Hattie  McGregor,  daughter  of  Elizabeth, 
owns  and  lives  in  one,  the  other  is  owned  by  the  Congregational 
Christian  Church.
